shape of wheat or floar to London,
Liverpool, Hrigtol, Hull In the United
Kingdom ports, was accepted and be-
fore noon 110 boat loads, or 88,000 bush-
els, had been sold for export at New
York, the Paris market had reported
about 1\c. per bushel lower for the
day, but for all that, orders from there
to buy wheat futures were heavy, and
the demand from the United Kingdom
was sald to be Immense. Every house
here with Engllsh connections had
buying orders for December wheat,
many of them to cover previous short
pales,

Philadelphin, Aug. 20.—Today was a
record breaker In whont and the scenes
on Chicago were the most exciting that
have been witnessed there for many
s day, The market opened up ot
#TY for cash and August deliveries, and
steadily ndvanced with New York and
Chicago untll the close, when the price
for oash wheat hud run up to §1.02,
while 101% was bid and 102 asked for
August. The crowd in front of the
blackbourds yelled themselves hoarse
at ench upward turn of the market,
and when 31 was reached there was
pandemonium.

He Was on Doty at Pittsburg During
the Rallway Strike of 1877,

Ban Diego, Cal, Aug. 20-Colonel
Elmer Otls, U, 8. A, retired, dled
yesterday, after a long lliness, of dia-
betes, In his 68th vear. During the
war, having been transferred to the
cavalry branch of the service, he was
on duty most of the time as n muster-
ing ofMlcer and Inspector of cavalry
for the forces in the field, but took an
active part In the battles of Percy-
ville and Stone river,

During the great rallway strike in
Penngylvania In 1877 he was on duty
at Pittsburg with four companies of

the Twenty-second Infantry. He was
placed on the retired llst In Febe-
ruary, 18801, on account of disabllity,

Incurred In the line of duty.

San Sebastian, Aug. 20.—Michele An-
glollllo, who shot and killed Senor
Canovas del Castillo, the prime min-
ister of Spain, at the baths of Sanin
Aguedn on Sunday, Aug. 8§, was put
to death today. Sentence of the court
murtial was lmposed upon him on Mon-
day last, after his trial on the previous
Sunday. Thig sentence was confirmed
by the supreme councll of war yester=
day.

Anglolillo heard calmly the news that
he was to be executed today; but he

President McKinley Attends the Annual
Reunion at Troy.

WELCOME ACCORDED THE VETERANS

The City in Gay Dress in Honor of
the Visitors==A Military Farade,
Governor Black and Stall Present.
The Chiet of Detectives is Agitated
by the Sight of Red Fing.

Troy, Aug. 20,—From one end to the
other this city Is gay with bunting in
ceélebration of the twenty-elghth re-
union of the Soclety of the Potomac,
Public bulldings, stores and dwellings
bid a welcome In a mass of national
colors, From early morning hosts of
Nationnl Guardsmen and veterans
came in on various trains as the clty's

guests, Every public hall, and In some
cages private bulldings, hitd  been
turned into temporary armories for

thelr accommodation, By noon fully
3,000 participants in the celebration had
Joined with thousands of spectators
from the surrounding citles In flling
the streets,

The arrival In the clity during the
early hours of the morning of Presl-
dent MeKinley was the first feature of
the day that attracted attention,

President MeKinley and Becretary
Alger arrived in the city at 8,30 v'elock

on President Olyphant’s private car
attached to the regulnr train which
left Plnttsburgh last night. At the

depot he was met by Adjutant General
Tillinghast and Governor Black's mill-
tary secretary, Colonel Treadwell
There war a crowd and plenty of cheer-
Ing, bt the president refused to speak
and entered a earriage and was driven
at onee to the Troy House, which will
be his headquarters. At 10 o'clock he
was taken with his party to see the
mast novel of the cliy's sights to him,
A great collar factory, with over 2,000
girl and women employes at work,
THE COLLAR FPACTORY,
Senator Edward Murphy accompani-
ol the president and Seoretary Alger
te the factery and the proprietors
showed them through. Every one of
the 2,000 employes was deoorated with
a lag, and many of the machines were
also adorned with the national colors.,
In each room, except the laundry and
machinery room, the operatives stood
up when the president entered and
